Houston, Texas, June 28.—By ac- 
clamation, the democratic convention 
tonight ratified a platform that many 
leaders of the party thought would 
bring a battle on the floor of the con- 
vention. The prohibition plank, which 
had been considered the powder bar- 
rel and the only point to disrupt the 
harmony which has characterized the 
meeting, was not brought up on the| 
floor ether than by short statements 
by Governor Ritchie, of Maryland, ar- 
dent wet; Governor Moody, of Texas, 
ardent dry, and Senator Carter Glass, 
of Virginia the mediator who wrote 
the plank accepted by the commit- 
tee and the convention in general. 

The plank as written calls for strict 
and rigid enforcement of all laws and 
specifically mentions the eighteenth 
amendment, but it does not pledge the 
party not to make an effort to repeal 

or modify the enforcement statutes. 
, Governor Moody told the conven- 
tion that he believed the plank was 
not strong enough but that he consid- 
ered it all the country could ask for 
as it was a straightforward declara- 
tion to see that the laws were given 


a chance and not slurred over or 
nullified as has been the case with 
the republican party despite its prom- 
ises and protestations of dryness, 
Takes 16 Hours to Draw. 
Governor Ritchie spoke for states’ 


rights in the matter but accepted the 
plank wholeheartedly.

The platform is the result of 16 
hours of labor by the conventien and 
promises relief to the farmers, reor- 
ganization of the government in a 
business way to stop waste and end 
bureaucracy and thett. 

A wide-open door for enactment of 
legislation to aid agriculture, and a 
seathing attack upon “republican cor- 
ruption” constitute the major points 
in democracy’s 1928 platform declara- 
tion on dominant national issues ap- 
proved tonight by the convention in 
Nam Houston hall. 

League Is Left Out. 

Throughout the 4,000-word — pro- 
nouncement—the shortest national 
political platform of recent years— 
the republican party is assailed, with 
especial attention given to its treat- 
ment of agriculture, its foreign policy 
with especial reference to dealing 
with Latin America, its taxation and 
tariff systems and its failure to en- 
force prohibition. ; 

No mention is made in the plat- 
form of either the League of Nations 
or the world cotrt, but there is a 
strong declaration against entangling 
political alliances with foreign na- 
tions. Indorsement of the league led 
to a bitter fight four years ago in 
Madison Square Garden.

Houston, Texas, June 28.—With the nomination on the first ballot 
of Alfred E. Smith, of New York, for president, on a platform indorsing 
the enforcement of all laws, and specifying prohibition, but refusing to 
close the door against advocacy of modification to an enforceable basis, 
the work of the convention is about over, and it will conclude tomorrow 
with the nomination of Senator Joe Robinson, of Arkansas, for vice 
president. 

Nomination Certain. 


The nomination of Smith has been a certainty from the beginning} 
of the convention, and so has that of Robinson, as foretold in my first 
dispatch of Monday. The selection of both came with an unprece- 
dented lack of ‘‘rooting’® by the advocates of either. There has been 
no attempt by either Smith or Robinson forces to storm other fort- 
resses——not even to the extent of sending visiting emissaries to plead 
the cause of their favorites at the delegate courts of others. 

States that came here supporting favorite sons, and whose dele- 
gates, seeing the trend, were ready to come to Smith on the first ballot 
if their votes were required to nominate, had been told to go slow, to 
stand by their home man, and to come only when it became apparent 
that the psychology of the situation justified it. 

Unlike Past Parleys. 

There has never been anything like it in a national convention of 
either party. And I have attended all of the democratic conventions, 
and most of those of the republicans for 40 years. 

The New York delegation would not even raise the state standard 
in the thrilling demonstration in response to Chairman Robinson’s in- 
dictment of religious bigotry and his plea for constitutional tolerance 
until Texas joined the procession, followed by one after another of the 
southern states. Then the New York standard swelled the idea and when 
it appeared bedlam broke loose. Ordinarily, it would have been first in 
such a demonstration. But not so now. The policy of the Smith gen- 
eralship has been all along to leave the states to their own leadership, 
with full confidence that in due course the rising tide of Smith’s sweep- 
ing Strength would carry everything with it, and overwhelm even the 
bitterest opposition with the logic of the conclusion that the time had 
come to seek high ground, and that time came early in the balloting. 

: Barriers Break. 
When state after state from the north and west backed by Kentucky

trol. The result is that a large crop 
frequently is produced on a small 
acreage and a small crop on a large 
acreage; and measured in money value 
it frequently happens that a large crop 
brings less than a small crop. 

Producers of crops whose total vol- 
ume exceeds the needs of the domestic 
market must continue at a disadvan- 
tage until the government shall inter- 
vene as seriously and as effectively in 
behalf of the farmer as it has inter- 
vened in behalf of labor and industry.

(e) Rescue of our country from its 
present impaired world standing and 
restoration to its former position as 
a leader in the movement for interna- 
tional arbitration, conciliation, con- 
nerence and limitation of armament 
by international agreement. 


(f) International agreements for 
reduction of all armaments, and ‘the 
end of competitive war preparations 
and, in the meantime the maintenance 
of an army and navy adequate for 
national defense. 


g) Full, free and open cooperation 
with all other nations for the promo- 
tion of peace and justice throughout 
the world. 

(h) In our foreign relations, this 
country should stand as a unit, and 
to be successful, foreign policies must 
have the approval and the support of 
the American people, 


(i) Abolition of the practice of the 
president of eutering into and carry- 
ing out agreements with a foreign govy- 
ernment, either de facto or de jure, 
for the protection of such government 
against revolution or foreign attack. 
or for the supervision of its internal 
affairs, when such agreements have 
not been advised and consented to by 
the senate as provided in the constitu- 
tion of the United States, and we con- 
demn the administration for carrying 
out such an unratified agreement that 
requires us to use our armed forces 
in Nicaragua, 

(j) Recognition that the Monroe 
Doctrine is a cardinal principle of this 
government promulgated for the pro- 
tection of ourselves and our Latin- 
American neighbors. We shall seek 
their friendly cooperation in the main- 
tenance of this doctrine. 

(k) We condemn the republican ad- 
ministration for lack of statemanship 
and efficiency in negotiating the 1921 
treaty for the limitation of armaments, 
Which limited only the construction of 
battleships and ships of over ten thou-

WATERPOWER, WATERWAYS 
AND FLOOD CONTROL, 


The federal government and state 
governments, respectively, now have 
absolute and exclusive sovereignty and 
control over enormous waterpowers, 
which constitute one of the zreatest 
‘assets of the nation. This sovereign 
title and control must be preserved 
respectively in the state and federal 
governments, to the end that the peo- 
ple may be protected against exploita- 
tion of this great resource and that 
waterpowers may be expeditiously de- 
veloped under such regulations as will 
insure to the people reasonable rates 
and equitable distribution. 

We favor and will promcte deep 
waterways and removal ot discrimi- 
nation against water transportation. 
Klood eontrol and the lowering of 
| flood levels are essential to the safety 
‘of life and property, and the produc- 
itivity of our Jands, the navigability 
‘of our streams, the reclaiming of our 
iwet and overflowed lands. We favor 
| expeditious construction of flood re- 
‘lief works on the Mississippi and Col- 
L orado rivers and such reclamatiog and 
irrigation projects upon the Colorado 
river as may be found feasible. 

We favor appropriation for prompt 
coordinated surveys by the United 
States to determine the possibilities of 
eeneral navigation improvements and 
waterpower development on navigable 
streams and their tributaries and to 
secure reliable information as to the 
most economical navigation improve- 
ment, in combination with the most 
efiicient and complete development of 
i waterpower, 
| We favor the strict enforcement of 
‘the federal waterpower act, at demo- 
eratie act, and insist that the publie 
interest in waterpower ignored 
iby two republican administrations, be 
protected.

UNEMPLOYMENT. 

Unemployment is present, wide- 
spread and increasing. Unemploy- 
ment is almost as destructive to the 
happiness, comfort and well-being of 
human beings as war. We expend 
vast sums of money to protect our 
people against the evils of war but 
no government program is. anticipated 
to prevent the awful suffering and 
economic losses of unemployment. It 
threatens the well-being of millions of 
our people and endangers the pros- 
perity of the nation. We favor the 
adoption by the government, after a 
study of this subject, of a scientific 
plan whereby during periods of unem- 
ployment appropriations shall be made 
available for the construction of nec- 
essary public works and the lessen- 
ing, aS far as consistent with public 
interests, of government construction 
work when labor is generally and 
satisfactorily employed in private en- 
terprise. 

Study should also be made of mod- 
ern methods of industry and a con- 
structive solution found to absorb and 
utilize the surplus human labor re- 
deased by the increasing use of ma- 
chinery. 

ACCIDENT COMPENSATION TO 
GOVERNMENT EMPLOYES. 

We favor legislation making fair 
and liberal compensation to govern- 
ment employes who are injured in ac-

LAW ENFORCEMENT. 

The republican party, for eight 
years in complete control of the gov- 
ernment at Washington, present the 


remarkable spectacle of feeling com-

CAMPAIGN 
EXPENDITURES. 

We condemn the impropet and ex- 
cessive use of money in eléctions as 
an danger threatening the very exis- 
tence of democratic institutions. Re- 
publican expenditures in senatorial 
primaries and elections have been so 
exhorbitant as to constitute a na- 
tional seandal. We favor publicity 
in all matters affecting campaign 
contributions and expenditures. 


We shall, beginning not later than 
August 1, 1928, and every 30 days 
thereafter, the last publication and 
filing being not later than five days 
before the election, publish in the press 
and file with the appropriate com- 
mittees of the house and senate a 
complete account of all contributions, 
the names of the contributors, the

FEDERAL EMPLOYES. 

Federal empioyes should receive a 
living wage based upon American 
standards of decent living. TVDresent 
wages are in many instances far be- 
low that standard. We favor a fair 
and liberal retirement law for govern- 
ment employes in the classified sery- 
ice. 

VETERANS. 

Through democratie votes, and in 
spite of two republican presidents’ 
opposition, the congress has maintain- 
ed America’s traditional policy to gen- 
ergusly care for the veterans of the 
world war. In extending them free 
hospitalization, a statutory award for 
tuberculosis, a program of progressive 
hospital construction, and provisions 
for compensation for the disabled, the 
widows and orphans, America has sur- 
passed the record of any nation in 
the history of the world. We pledge 
the veterans that none of the benefits 
heretofore accorded by the Wilson ad- 
ministration and the votes of demo- 
cratic members of congress shall be 
withdrawn; that these will be added 
to more in accordance with veterans’ 
and their dependents’ actual needs. 
Generous appropriations, honest man- 
agement, the removal of vexatious ad- 
ministration delays, and sympathetic 
assistance of the veterans of all wars 
is what the democratic party demands 
and promises. 

WOMEN AND 
CHILDREN 

We declare for equality of women 
with men in all political and govern- 
mental matters. 

Children are the chief asset of the 
nation. ‘Therefore, their protection 
through infancy and childhood against 
exploitation is an important national 
duty. 

The democratie party has always 
opposed the exploitation of women in 
industry and has stood for such con- 
ditions of work as willl reserve their 
health and safety. 

We favor an equal wage for equal 
service; and likewise favor adequate 
appropriations for the women's and 
children’s bureau. 

IMMIGRATION. 

Laws which limit immigration must 
be preserved in full force and effect, 
but the provisions contained in these 
laws that separate husbands’ from 
wives.and parents from infagpt chil- 
dren are inhuman and not essential 
to the purpose or the efficacy of such 
law. 

RADIO. 

Government supervision must secure 
to all the people the advantage of 
radio communication and _ likewise 
suarantee the right of free speech. 
Official control in contravention of 
this guarantee should not be tolerated. 
Governmental control must prevent 
monopolistic use of radio communi- 
eation and guarantee equitable dis- 
tribution and enjoyment thereof. 


COAL. 


Bituminous coal is not only the 
common base of manufacture, but is 
a vital agency in our Interstate trans- 
portation. The demoralization of this 
industry, its labor conflicts and dis- 
tress, its waste of a national resource 
and disordered publie service, demand 
constructive Jegislation that will al- 
lety capital and labor ‘a fair share of 
prosperity with adequate protection to 
the consuming public. 
CONGRESSIONAL ELECTION 
REFORM. 


We favor legislation to prevent de- 
feated members of both houses of con- 
gress from participating in the ses- 
sions of congress by giving the date 


for public inspection the books and 
records relating to such matters. In 
the event that any financial obliga- 
tions are contracted and not paid, our 
national committee will similarly re- 
port and publish, at least five days 
before the election, all details re- 
specting such obligations, 

We agree to keep and maintain a 
permanent record of all campaign con- 
tributions and expenditures and to in- 
sist that contributions by the citizens 
of one state to the campaign commit- 
tees of other states shall have imme- 
diate publicity. 

MERCHANT 
MARINE. 

We reaffirm our support of an ef- 
ficient, dependable American merchant 
marine for the carriage of the greater 
portion of our commerce and. for the 
national defense. 

The democratic 
ently and vigorously supported the 
shipping services maintained by the 
regional United States shipping board 
in the interest of all ports and all 
sections of our country, and has sue- 
cessfully opposed the discontinuance 
of any of these lines. We favor the 
transfer of these lines gradually to 
the local private American companies 
when such companies can show their 
ability to take over and permanently 
maintain the lines. Lines that cannot 
now be transferred to private enter- 
prise should continue to be operated 
as at present and should be kept in an 
efficient state by remodeling of some 
vessels and replacement of others. 

We are unalterably opposed to a 
monopoly in American shipping and 
are esposed to the operation of any 
of our service in a manner that would 
retard the development of any ports 
or sections of our country. 

We oppose such sacrifices and fav- 
oritism as exhibited in the past in 
the matter of alleged sales, and Insist 
that the primary purpose of the legis- 
lation upon this subject be the es- 
tablishment and maintenance of an 
adequate American merchant marine. 
ARMENIA. 

We favor the most earnest efforts 
'on the part of the United States to 
secure the fulfillment of the promises 
and engagements made during and fol- 
lowing the world war by the United 
States and the allied powers to Ar- 
menia and her people. 

EDUCATION. 

Ve believe with Jefferson and other 
founders of the republic that ignorance 
is the enemy of freedom and that each 
state, being responsible for the intel- 
lectual and moral qualifications of its 
citizens and for the expenditure of 
the monies collected by taxation for 
the support of its school, shall use 
its sovereign right in all matters per- 
taining to education. 

The federal government should offer 
to the states such counsel, advice, re- 
sults of research and aid as may be 
made available through the federal 
agencies for the general improvement 
of our schools in view of our ‘national 
needs, 

MONOPOLIES AND 
| ANTI-TRUST LAWS.

* Running Mate Vote. 


Nomination of a running mate for 
the new party standard bearer will 
be accomplished at a final session of 
the 1928 convention tomorrow. As 
the delegates separated late tonight, 
it was the expectation of most of the 
Jeaders that the vice presidential 
choice would be Senator Robinson, of 
Arkansas, his party’s leader in the 
— and chairman of this conven- 
ion. 

It was the Ohio delegation that won 
out in the scramble to supply the’ 
votes that actually nominated Smith. | 
As soon as the roll call had reached | 
its end, delegation chairmen in all! 
parts of the hall mounted their chairs | 
and shouted for recognition. So great 
was the disorder that for severa] min- 
utes, none of those pleading for a 
chance to go over to Smith could be 
heard by the*chairman. Ohio finally 
got recognition ahead of the others, 
and changed 44 of her votes from 
Pomerene to Smith. Mississippi, 
which at first had voted for her fa- 
vorite son, Pat Harrison, followec with 
a switch of 9 1-2 to Smith; Indiana 
came in next, giving the New Yorker 
25 that at first had gone to Evans 
Woollen; then Nebraska gave him 12 
that had been cast before for former 
Senator Hitchcock; Kansas voting on 
the first call for Representative Ayers, 
turned over 11 1-2 to the victor; and 
Tennessee, leaving her favorite son, | 
Representative Hull, gave Smith 23. 

Results of Ballot. 

The one and only ballot, as finally 
tabulated by the official convention 
clerks after all of these changes had 
heen recorded, showed the following 
totals:

Tired of Oratory. 


The convention was tired with ora- 
tory and would hardly listen as the 
Nevada senator explained the efforts 
by which the committee had arrived 
at the platform pledges it presented. 
There was much noise and confusion 
and once when a gate crasher at a 
far entrance was eased out with some 
show of force, Chairman Robinson 
broke in to beat a mighty tattdo with 
the heaviest duty weapon of his cel- 
lection of gavels. Folks who wanted 
to talk could go outside, he said, and 
those who failed to do it voluntarily 
would be summarily “removed from 
this presence.” 

Galleries and floor clapped loud!y 
but kept right on talking more or 
less, 

When Pittman reached the actual 
reading of the platform, there was 
comparative quiet for a while. But 
everybody was tired and talkative and 
the mighty hall was fuller than it 
has been at any previous session. It 
was just one stewing, fanning mass 
of people and a large percentage of 
the ladies on the platform and in the 
delegations and boxes were in evening 
gowns of bright yet cool = coloring. 
There was a liberal sparkle of jewelry 
here and there.

Finally the noise was so great that 
the galleries shouted “Louder, louder” 
and Robinson again demanded order 
on the floor to give the two or three 
dozen amplifiers a chance.

Moody Takes Stand. 


When the reading of the platform 
was concluded Governor Moody took 
the spenaker’s stand amid great ap- 
plause from the dry element of the 
convention. 

“IT am in a rather unfortunate po- 
sition. The platform contained a 
plank on Jaw enforcement, mention- 
ing the eighteenth amendment = and 
pledging the party to enforcement of 
the constitution. For some time in 
committee we have been discussing 
this question. The authorship of the 
plank belongs to Senator Glass, of 
Virginia.” 

Moody Favors Plank. 

“Believing that any political party 
can afford to indorse any part of the 
constitution of the United  States,’’ 
Moody said he adyoeated in commit- 
tee a plank declaring against any 
change in the prohibition amendment. 

“I accept the matter,’’ Moody con- 
cluded, “and I shall: not carry the 
minority report to the convention.” 

When Moody concluded Governor 
Ritchie, of Maryland, took the stand 
to answer him. Ritchie wanted to 
oppose the Moody report, which had 
not even been submitted, and Chair- 
man Robinson interposed an objec- 
tion. Ritchie was permitted to con- 
tinue. He said he wanted to express 
his views on the question at issue and 
was met by a thunder of objections 
from dry members. Robinson insist- 
ed that he be allowed to proceed. The 
governor said his state formed the 
doctrine that the way to get tolerance 
‘for your own ideas was to give tol- 
erance to the ideas of others.” 

Ritchie was rather perturbed over 
the objections made to his speaking. 
He indorsed the report of the reso- 
lutions committee, although it did not 
meet his views entirely. He urged 
the return to Jeffersonian principle 
of state determination, local option 
and home rule,

Simultaneous 
with dispatches telling of further 
downpours in the harvest region 
southwest, the first car of new wheat 
this séason reached Chicago and was 
applied on an existing contract. The 
shipment came from Wichita, Kan., 
graded No. 2 hard, and tested ov 
pounds. 

A year ago the first car arrived on 
the exact corresponding day. Mean- 
while houses with southwest cuonnec- 
tions were conspicuous as buyers of 
wheat future deliveries here, but the 
northwest was on the selling side and 
the market did not get far, either up 
or down. 

Favorable crop reports from Can- 
ada and from the American north- 
west, together with lower quotations 
at Liverpool, were of considerable ef- 
fect at times in giving an advantage 
to bears, 

Export defmand today for wheat 
from North America appeared to be 
virtually at a standstill. 

Urgent buying on the part of pre- 
vious sellers of July delivery of corn 
had a bullish influence on the corn 
market as a whole. Offerings were 
scarce and receipts light. Oats held 
within narrow limits and _ trade 
lacked volume. 

Provisions were somewhat easier on 
account of selling to realize profits.

WYKOFF AND HUSSEY. 

The Frank Wykoff-Frank Husséy meeting will be one of the star de- 
velopments of the Olympic tryouts in Cambridge next week. Frank Hus- 
Sey was running close to world’s record time time as a New York school- 
boy, and Wykoff, the California schoolboy, has already tied the 100 yards 
and the 100 meters record at least twice. Wykoff, as a schoolboy, has 
been a slight touch faster than Hussey was in his more youthful days. 
Neither of these may win outright with so many other sprinters moving 
at top speed, but they will be close to any one who does. Hussey and 
Wykoff are not only fast of foot but they are also great competitors. 
Hussey is usually at his best when, he has to be. There are at least four 
sprinters in this country now who can equal world’s record time at their 
best. Lombardi, of California, has beaten Wykoff once; Bracey, of Texas, 
has equaled anybody’s time; Paddock is about as fast as ever. And in this 
connection it might be recalled that Germany also has two sprinters in 
Kornig and Houben, who have also turned out the 100 and 200 meters 
as quickly as any one else. If they all run to top form at Amsterdam 
there will be about four finishing in a dead heat and just equaling the 
best mark ever made. When the pick of all these sprinters get together 
the official judges may need some instrument that will measure half inches 
Or quarter inches in rapid motion.
